Applicant argues that "Fuiihira fails to disclose a three-layer stack including an oxide layer formed directly on a substrate, an 
adhesion layer formed on the oxide layer and a first passivation layer formed on the adhesion layer." However, it appears that 
Fuiihira et al. ("Fuiihira") discloses a three layer stack (For Example: See Page 2). Fuiihira discloses the following: a) a silicon 
oxide (8) film formed on a substrate: b) a silicon oxv-nitride (1 1 ) formed film on a silicon oxide film: and c) forming a bonding 
electrode that adheres well to a silicon nitiride film (SiN) on said silicon oxv-nitiride film. Although Fuiihira does not specifically 
disclose a three layer structure in the drawings, it appears that a third layer layer is disclosed in claim 1. It appears that there 
is a silicon nitride layer on the silicon oxv-ntiride film. '
